"Telstar" will not telecast to the Home audience directly , but the 
subsequent “Syncom" satellites will, — 

The late news from Europe from our English Friend "Bun:"he tells 
me they use'co-ax instead instead of ribbon lead on all TV sets, We — 
use it in special eases where long lines are needed such as in mount~ 
ainous areas, but otherwise the line loss vs. price ratio is ridiculous, 
Our TV sets use frame-grid tubes also, but perhaps the higher line 7¢ 
losses and simpler ‘antennas in Europe explain why Americans are the 
world's best DXers, Perhaps European coax isn't the same as ours since 
Bun says there are varfiolis grades of quality including air-spaced coax 
for fringe areas, So maybe theirs “isn't as "lossy" as onr shielded coax.

In searching for a perfect tv-dx location, the continental U.S.A,-can now be 
ruled out immediately. Alaska might be interesting for double, triple, and quadruple - | 
hop S-skip from warmer climes, but tropospheric dx would be virtually. nonexistent, 
and local bthannel ‘twos in the two,major cities dampen the scene further.. Hawail Js 
too isolated and too saturated, and Puerto.
